I BBC Accused of Racism 

' It may be difficult to believe but last month

T he courageous decision of the Irish 
people in decisively rejecting the EU 
Lisbon Treaty raises a nostalgic 
yearning that the British community of 
nations could once again include a United 
Ireland. But that’s another story: perhaps to 
be explored in the future. 

To return to the immediate, it is 
opportune to remind readers that the BNP 
leads the fight against Britain’s membership 
of the EU (now that UKIP has failed to do 
so and is funded considerably by the EU 
itself), not because we are “anti-European” 
but because we support all those who are 
fighting to preserve the individual nations 
which created the general culture of 
Europe. Thus we respect the efforts of the 
independent businessman Stuart Wheeler 
who went to the High Court to secure a 
referendum on our continued membership 
(as promised in the Labour Party’s last 
election manifesto). In a two to one split 
decision the Law Lords, echoing 
Establishment opinion, gave the risible 
excuse for rejecting Mr Wheeler’s 
application that “as the Lisbon Treaty is 
materially different from the (earlier 
rejected) Constitution, the Government, 
therefore, is considered within its rights to 
break its promise to hold a referendum”. 

The scorn and outright abuse that was 
levelled at the Irish people for seeing that 
the Lisbon Treaty was in fact the original 
Constitution in a new frock, would suggest 
that it was something out of Pravda. 

“They (the Irish) are bloody fools. They have 
been stuffing theirfaces at Europe's expense for 
years and now they dump us in the s***. ” 
Nicolas Sarkozy, French President. 

“The Treaty will be applied, albeit a few 
months late. ” Lopez Garrido, Spanish 
Europe Minister. 

“The Treaty is not dead. The Treaty is alive, 
and we will work to find a solution. ” Jose 
Barroso, European Commission President. 

“We think it is a real cheek that the country 
that has benefited most from the EU should do 
this. There is no other Europe than this treaty. ” 
Axel Schafer, SPD leader in the German 
Bundestag. 

The most dictatorial comments came 
from Valery Giscard d’Estaing, former 
French president who was the architect of 
the European Union, who has made it clear 
that all future referendums will be ignored. 
He drafted the old constitution that was 
rejected by French and Dutch voters three 
years ago before resurfacing as the Lisbon 
Treaty. Yet in an interview with the Irish 
Times he admitted that, unlike his original 
constitutional treaty, the Lisbon Treaty had 
been carefully crafted to confuse the public. 

“What was done in the (Lisbon) Treaty, 
and deliberately, was to mix everything up. 

If you look for the passages on institutions, 
they’re in different places, on different 
pages,” he said. “Someone who wanted to 
understand how the thing worked could 
with the constitutional treaty, but not with 
this one.” Earlier, perhaps thinking of 


Hitler’s concept of a United Europe, I 
described him as “dictatorial”. 
Machiavellian would be more apt. 

Fortunately all is not lost in the fight 
against the EU straight)acket. It is not a 
sudden awakening to its threat by the 
Conservatives - “we must stop banging on 
about Europe” said Dave - but the strong 
opposition that is coming from countries 
such as Poland and the Czech Republic, 
who know what it is like to live under a 
Marxist dictatorship. 

Poland’s President, Lech Kaczynski, 
says that it would be “pointless” to sign up 
to the Lisbon Treaty following the Irish 
rejection. Czech President Vaclav Klaus 
called the Irish vote “the victory of freedom 
and reason over artificial elitist projects and 
European bureaucracy.” 

BNP Leads the Opposition 

The Lib-Dems are, of course, frilly 
supportive of the UK’s submergence within 
a single European state. Various Labour 
and Tory spokemen make noises about 
“looking after British interests” within the 
EU. But it’s all a farce to keep doubtful 
voters on side to ensure their party’s 
representation in a Parliament that the EU, 
which makes 70 per cent of the laws now in 
practice in Britain, is about to make 
redundant. As far as Cameron is concerned 
the reality is that he has recently let it be 
known that his anti-EU MPs can say their 
little piece but will no longer be allowed to 
speak out in the party name. 

With UKIP slowly fading into obscurity 
and the Greens indicating that the EU 
would probably get their support if a 
windmill was promised to every UK 
community, it leaves the BNP to lead the 
fight for British sovereignty. There is also 
the little pecuniary matter that our 
membership is now costing over £50 billion 
net a year, or £843 for every man, woman 
and child in Britain. 

Even if this enormous cost to every 
taxpayer does not overcome the boredom 
that many voters feel over the issue of 
whether or not to remain in the EU, let the 
BNP election teams also stress the adverse 
effect the EU is having on immigration. Its 
Human Rights legislation frequently 
prevents our courts from even deporting 
foreign criminals, let alone being the major 
hurdle for deporting illegal immigrants. 

Furthermore, the EU has stated that it 
wants to relax controls and open the 
borders to an extra 20 million workers from 
Asia and Africa over the next two decades. 
Under its proposals, once migrants had 
been in an EU state for five consecutive 
years they would be free to travel where 
they wished. And as long as Lib-Lab-Con is 
in control here we know where most would 
wish to come.

W hen you find yourself in a hole, 
stop digging.” This, the First 
Law of Holes, applies to ruling 
elites as much as it does to individuals. The 
problems of financial contagion, 
banksterism and Peak Oil are caused by 
economic globalisation, market 
deregulation and the resource-guzzling 
short-termism of unfettered capitalism. 

For Brown, Cameron and the rest of the 
Westminster crew to pretend that “the 
economic fundamentals” of this rotten 
system “are still essentially sound”, is to 
doom us all to even worse times, for the 
inevitable result of such a claim is the 
decision to carry on along the same path, 
addicted to internationalism, debt and oil. 

The answer to the crash of 
internationalism is a crash course in the 
application of nationalist policies. Since 
relying on foreigners has proven so 
dangerous, we must learn to be more self- 
sufficient. Relying on the smoke and 
mirrors of the financial sector has led to 
disaster, so we must reorder our economy 
so that finance serves productive industry, 
instead of the other way around. Since 
short-term consumerism has become a 
world-gobbling menace, the factories of the 
British industrial renaissance must build 
things to last, replacing built-in 
obsolescence with long-lasting sturdiness 
and near total recyclability at the eventual 
I end of a product’s life. 

We need a concerted drive to become 
I world leaders in key post-oil technologies. 
Germany is already doing this with solar 
power producing 14% of domestic energy, 
mainly thanks to a far-sighted policy 
allowing small-scale single-home generators || 
to run their surplus electricity into the 
I national grid and be well-paid for it. 

Britain should leap-frog advanced 
I nations like Germany, copying their state- 
of-the-art technologies once they’ve done 
much of the early R&D work (as Japan did 
to us and the USA), and look for fields 
where we have our own in-built natural 
advantages, such as exploiting deep wave 
I power. 

It is not just a matter of developing 
I replacements for oil and natural gas. A 
century of dirt cheap carbon energy has led 
to criminal inefficiencies in transport, 
building and manufacturing. The well- 
researched Pentagon-backed study. Winning 
the Oil Endgame, shows the fantastic 
potential for lightweight vehicles and 
planes, and for other technologies that save 
I massive amounts of energy. 

Such efficiencies in the amount of 
I power we need are easier to achieve than 
changing the sources of that power. Even 
better, most of the already proven 
technologies involved can be used both with 
oil and post-oil power sources, thereby 
allowing very rapid wide scale 
I implementation. 

Our under-funded university research 
I departments still produce a vastly 


disproportionate number of the world’s 
technological breakthroughs. Properly 
developed, these would give us the cutting 
edge technology needed to meet the urgent 
need to radically redesign nearly every 
energy-using machine on the planet. 
Reversing decades of systematic neglect and | 
deliberate destruction of our hard and high- 
tech industries would produce the wealth, 
national confidence and genuine 
community cohesion needed to right many 
of the social ills at present tearing our 
society apart. 

Yet we must be realistic; the BNP will 
not be running the country any time soon. 

So with there being no chance of any other 
party introducing the nationalist policies 
I which are the only antidote to the poison of 
debt-financed globalism, there is no way out | 
of the gathering economic crisis. 

The long political battle to oust the 
failed old order will be played out against 
an intrusive background of individual, 
family and community struggles simply to 
survive. 

We may not be reduced to eating the 


repulsive things that sustained our ancestors 
during hard times; our society may not 
crumble to the level of murderous anarchy 
that prevailed in central Europe during, for 
example, the Thirty Years War. But 
memories of the “good old days” - £1 
holiday flights, a free health service that 
worked, unarmed police maintaining order 
simply by strolling along quiet streets, food 
and essential services so reliable and cheap 
that you took them for granted - will make 
the hard times of the Age of Scarcity all the 
I harder. 

So on top of actual physical challenges 
I to survival - when, for example, a cold snap 
forces thousands more pensioners to choose 
between slow starvation and hypothermia - 
J millions of people who are not as low down 
1 the pile as to face such genuine life and 
, death dilemmas are likely to suffer from 
acute failure of morale. 

Suicide, alcoholism, mental illness, 
withdrawal into a lonely and powerless 
personal shell, or falling victim to the 
= crimes endemic in a failing society, are 
more likely to destroy or incapacitate

I will examine some of the practical things 
that individuals can do to minimise their 
exposure to the problems and stresses of 
what within a year will be widely described 
as the Second Great Depression. And we 
will also examine the things the BNP itself 
has in hand as we batten down the hatches 
for the economic storms ahead. 

SORT OUT YOUR FINANCES 

Just over a year ago a friend of mine 
suggested that the BNP should invest in the 
Buy to Let property market in which he was 
making a paper fortune. I declined, 
countering with the advice that he should 
get out while the going was good, foregoing 
L any remaining theoretical profits to be had 
I in the last days of the boom by selling up 
I and converting his actual profits into cash. 

He told me ruefully last month that he 
I still had my final text warning on the to sell 



matter, and that if he could go back to the 
day in July 2007 when I sent it he’d sell 
everything and be a very wealthy man. As it 
is, lacking a time machine, he is now 
drowning in a sea of debt. So advice to sell 
property is now too late, because it’s already 
effectively unsaleable. 

There are, however, exceptions - areas 
of particularly high risk in which it would 
be worth selling provided even a small 
amount of capital can be salvaged. 

Suburban houses a long way from reliable 
and frequent public transport offer neither 
the low-transport cost living of towns and 
city centres, nor the relative safety and 
potential for limited self-sufficiency of rural 
areas. Suburban areas with an unusually 
high proportion of residents from a 
violence-prone ethnic minority are doubly 
cursed. Sell up and get out! Wherever you 
live, if you don’t own you own house, don’t 
buy one. 

Start saving the money or even 
scavenging materials to insulate your home 
- and wear a jumper rather than turning up 
the heating. Look for ways in which part of 
your job could be done from home, saving 
on transport costs. Sub-let a room. Use the 
money to pay off debts. 

I Keep a list of every penny you spend 
• over a month, then set a target of how 
much you’re going to save each month. Join 
Internet and local community swapping 
groups, such as Freecycle. 

If you have credit card debts, take a 
long, hard look at your finances. If you 
have other things to lose (particularly a 
house in which you have significant equity) 
then cut them up, never buy on credit again, 
and scrape to clear the balance off as 
quickly as possible. There’s no point trying 
to save for anything else while you are 
paying such obscene interest on what you 
owe these institutional sharks. 

If, on the other hand, you have nothing 
to lose, but still owe more on credit cards 
than you can ever realistically repay, you 
have a different option: Bankruptcy and an 
automatic discharge clean slate, generally in 
just one year. 

Undischarged bankrupts cannot stand 
in elections. But the best way to win a seat 
on your local council is to spend at least a 
year working as a non-political community 
activist before you ‘come out’ as BNP, and 
only then get political, so you’ve got time to 
get the banksters off your back if you act 
quickly. 

Many individuals who make the 
decision to file for bankruptcy go on one 
last credit card fling before they do so. The 
banks, credit card companies and giant 
shop chains deserve every such default they 
get, but on no account should anyone rip 
off small tradesmen, family businesses or 
John Lewis/Waitrose workers’ co-ops. 

Before any firm decision, however, you 
should join and seek the advice of the 
Bankruptcy Association. Run by a team of 
highly sympathetic volunteers, it will ch a 


I provide you with all the help and moral 
support you need. Bankruptcy does make a 
horrible mess of your credit rating, but is 
that such a bad thing? Credit = Debt = 
Slavery, that’s the clearest way to look at it. 
Further, having the crushing burden of an 
unrepayable debt lifted from your shoulders 
is an enormous relief, capable of renewing 
your life. 

GET PROPERLY EQUIPPED 

If, having weighed it all up, you decide that 
bankruptcy is the only way to free yourself 
from debt, and having taken measures to 
secure any possessions which would be at 
risk, approach your final buying spree 
sensibly. This is not primarily an exercise in 
revenge against the usurers, but in acquiring 
for you and your family various things 
which can make your life more convenient 
and safer through the next few years as our 
society is hit by a convergence of 
catastrophes. If not going bankrupt, save to 
buy these things; 

A small generator, a couple of jerry 
cans and fill ’em up. There’s no point 
having a freezer full of food if it’s all going 
to defrost and rot the first time you suffer a 
prolonged black-out. You can’t afford to run 
lights on such a petrol-guzzler though, so 
you’ll also need a couple of wind-up 
dynamo Tilley lamps. 

Good quality, sturdy, bikes - cycling to 
work, or even to a leafleting session, will 
deny the Chancellor his fuel tax and the 
Saudis the money to build more giant 
radical mosques in our country. It will also 
help you get fit, which will improve your 
entire life. 

The best quality sleeping bags, tent and 
portable cooking equipment you can find. 

If you live anywhere near water you’ll also 
find very sturdy inflatable rafts and kayaks 
going for a song on eBay in another month 
or so. Carefully stored and ready to use at a 
moment’s notice, such equipment gives you 
the option of a cheap, healthy holiday as 
well as the capacity to move elsewhere 
without becoming pathetic and highly 
vulnerable refugees if anything really 
serious happens to make your 
neighbourhood a place which you have to 
leave in a hurry. A brief Internet study of 
what happened in New York when the 
lights went out may be an eye-opener, 
especially if you live somewhere which has 
been heavily ‘enriched’. 

Buy, and - learn to use, a legal hunting 
weapon. Shotgun licences are still not too 
hard to come by, as long as you have no 
violent criminal record, and join a club or 
have someone somewhere in the country 
who has a couple of acres on which you get 
permission to shoot. A good air rifle with 
telescopic sights will knock over almost 
anything you might wish to eat, or keep 
vermin off the vegetables we’ll consider 
shortly. Despite being essentially a one-shot 
wonder, a crossbow may also be worth 
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considering, although nationalists will find 
more kindred spirits in any of the groups 
practicing archery, especially with the 
English warbow. 

GROW YOUR OWN 

Buy a good book on practical self- 
sufficiency. This starts with growing lettuce 
in a window box and making your own 
beer, goes through converting your back 
garden into a vegetable plot, and can take 
you on to downsizing to a new life on a 
country small-holding. The trick is to start 
small and only get more ambitious as you 
develop the skills to cope. 

As with so much of this advice, it’s not 
so much a matter of life and death as a 
question of attitude and morale. A 
suburban lawn converted into four blocks 
for rotating basic vegetable crops won’t stop 
you starving, but it will increase your real 
standard of living (though you might have 
to wait until you taste your first new 
potatoes, straight from earth to plate in 
about a quarter of an hour, before you 
really grasp what I mean), make you 
healthier and cut your food bills. 

Perhaps most important of all, it will 
put you more closely in touch with the soil 
of your native land than probably any 
member of your family for several 
generations. And, if you either become, or 
help elect, a BNP parish or town councillor, 
you will be able to use the little known 
power they have to requisition land to 
supply a demand for allotments, and 
become a leading figure in a proper 
community initiative to make your little 
part of Britain a little more self-sufficient. 

I was speaking just last week with one 
of our activists who already does all that, 
but who is looking to take another step 
forward by keeping chickens. In the last few 
months this has become fashionable, and 
the prices of fancy breeds have gone 
through the roof Don’t bother with them - 
especially to start with when your lack of 
experience will put them at risk from urban 
foxes and other perils. 

You can get a good start with rescued 
battery hens. These are cheap if not free, 
and their high initial mortality will stop 
anyone getting attached to them before they 
learn that they are there to live for a 
relatively short-term, to be culled when no 
longer productive, or if sick (if you call in 
the vet for every chicken as it gets old your 
‘free’ eggs will cost you a fortune) elderly 
chickens are there to be turned into cock-a- 
leekie soup. Don’t be squeamish - they’d eat 
you if they could! 

This will help you develop a caring 
toughness, safe in the knowledge that, 
whatever happens, with room to move, 
some grass and a variety of tasty scraps, 
your rescued birds will think they’ve gone 
to heaven, which will make up a little for 
the cruelty you’ve inflicted in years of 
thoughtless consumption of ‘cheap’, 


tasteless, agri-business eggs. 

JOIN THE UNION 

As the Crunch bites, companies desperate 
to shed staff will look for excuses to get rid 
of people without redundancy pay-outs. So 
you need to be in a union, and one that will 
fight for your rights even though you’re in 
the BNP. The only one that fits the bill is 
Solidarity, which has now grown to more 
than 250 members and has already 
developed a team of experienced union reps 
who regularly and successfully stand up for 
their members at grievance and disciplinary 
hearings, and to secure rights such as 
holidays or sick pay. 

There is no point at paying the much 
higher dues of the other unions, all of 
which will drop you like a hot brick the 
minute they find you’re in the BNP. Being 
in a union is like paying an insurance 
premium, but Solidarity is the only union 
that ‘pays out’ to people like us. You can

BUILD YOUR COMMUNITY 

As with individuals, so too more 
communities die in hard times because they 
give up than through actual physical 
destruction. The way in which an unfixed 
broken window can act as the trigger for a 
spiral of decline which turns a poor but 
decent area into a crime-ridden sink estate 
is well-known. Conversely, there is every 
reason to suppose that a small positive 
gesture - running a Helping Hand initiative 
for local pensioners, organising a communal 
meal once a month, setting up a 
Community Observation Patrol - can trigger 
a virtuous cycle of neighbourliness and co¬ 
operation. 

The old working class tradition of local 
self-help movements, such as the retail co¬ 
op and the Buffs, was killed off by the 
creation of the Welfare State. The 
destruction of the welfare safety net by the 
privatisation of public services and 
shrinking tax receipts will inevitably 
reproduce the need for communities to help 
themselves. We must experiment with every 


possible tactic in this field, and then roll out 
those that work the length and breadth of 
the country. 

LOCALISE OUR ORGANISATION 

As transport becomes more expensive and 
people have less disposable income, we will 
only survive if we localise our own 
organisation. Take a simple leafleting 
session as an example. A decade ago all 
BNP leaflets were printed in the same place 
and then shipped around the country. 
Nowadays an increasingly large proportion 
are printed locally, generally on the digital 
duplicators owned by about thirty of our 
most effective local units. Centrally, our 
Publicity Department produces a monthly 
template leaflet, so that units without the 
capacity to produce well-designed and 
topical leaflets off their own backs can 
adapt the template for local use. 

This combination of central design and 
content guidance with local production 
makes these leaflets far more topical and 
effective than the old national ones, as well 
as saving on soaring distribution costs. This 
latter factor is also weighing on our current 
deliberations about the future of our 
newspaper Freedom. 

Produced monthly, this has a print run 
of around 20,000, with a consequently high 
cost per copy and relatively low return on 
the huge amount of work needed to 
produce and ship it. In August/September 
we will be experimenting with a different 
approach - printing at least five times as 
many, with economies of scale slashing the 
cost per copy. Subscribers please note, our 
records will be amended to provide an extra 
issue to make up for the non-appearance of 
the VoF this month. 

The longer time for production will 
enable Martin Wingfield to take longer 
collecting the information and photos for a 
much more positive showcasing of the 
party, and to take advantage of help from 
marketing professionals. If this experiment 
produces the better response from the public 
that we hope for, we would increase the 
print run even further, giving us a paper at a 
price that can either be given away en 
masse, or sold at a far higher profit margin. 
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This would allow individual activists hurt 
financially by the deepening recession to 
supplement their income by the large-scale 
sale of Freedom. 

Rocketing fuel costs will also increase 
the cost of outside speakers for local 
meetings, at the very time that average 
collections are likely to drop. We should 
make better use of our monthly DVD 
magazine, FSID This provides a free but 
professional focus for even quite large 
meetings - all that’s needed is a cheap 
projector to link to a laptop computer, a 
screen and a small set of speakers. 

This has the added advantage of being 
infinitely expandable, unlike our supply of 
real life speakers, which cannot possibly 
keep up with the huge potential future 
demand as the party’s organisation grows. 

Finally, as well as looking for ways to 
save money, we need to find ways to bring 
in extra funds, particularly from the public 
rather than the same hardcore donors. In 
any recession people stop buying things 
new from shops and spend more time 
looking for bargains - car boot sales and 
ebay are the obvious places these days. 

This opens up the opportunity for a big 
branch or a number of smaller groups to 
collect unwanted items from members and 
regular paper buyers and have a couple of 
volunteers sell them at car-boot events or 
online. The high price of scrap metal and 
salvage paper also opens up a gap for 
collections to make a worthwhile 
contribution to funds. 

IMPROVE THE CONSTITUTION 

The coming Depression and the political 
opportunities it will open up will at some 


stage in the future produce a tipping point 
at which our support explodes. A five- or 
six-fold increase in membership over a 
matter of months is not a fantasy but an 
inevitability. We cannot tell when it will 
happen, but we can predict the special 
danger that such rapid growth will bring: 
The swamping of the real nationalist 
hardcore by a flood of wishy-washy, plastic 
Union Jack waving civic nationalists. We 
need them, but we don’t want them trying 
to take over the party and dilute its core 
values, a natural tendency sure to be 
manipulated by opposition and State agents 
provocateur. 

To avoid that danger, we need to 
continue the constitutional improvements 
of recent years, so as to enable us to take on 
talented and opinionated ‘refugees’ from 
other parties and give us enough time to 
educate and integrate them before they are 
able to influence the future of the BNR 

The next stage of this essential 
defensive process is to embed permanently 
within the constitution the shifting of the 
power to change or adopt key policies from 
the leader to the Voting Members. At the 
same time, the proposals being put before 
the EGM at the end of the Red-White-and- 
Blue will include a simple system giving a 
small group drawn from the Voting 
Membership a supervisory review role over 
paid party staff. As well as keeping the 
latter on their toes, this will help to protect 
the staff from accusations by would-be 
trouble-makers that “so-and-so is 
incompetent and only got the job as a 
crony” - something which is bad enough at 
the best of times, but potentially disastrous 
when times are hard and volunteers will 
only give money if they are sure it is being 


used well. 

Together with a raft of minor 
commonsense improvements and updates, 
the other main proposal is necessary to put 
an end to the Searchlight/\JA¥ rumour-mill 
tactic of unnerving and destabilising 
inexperienced members by exploiting the 
provision for a leadership election every 
year (although there will also be a failsafe 
provision by which a significant minority of 
elected councillors and party officials can in 
effect ‘impeach’ the leader in any year in 
the unfortunate event of their seeing a real 
need to do so). 

No serious nationalist party anywhere 
in Europe elects it leader annually, and now 
that our opponents have got the hang of 
exploiting it to spread rumours, discord and 
media speculation it is easy to see why. 

Because fixed-term leadership elections 
are entirely normal in a democratic 
nationalist party, organisations like the 
Vlaams Belang and the Front National have 
tried-and-tested procedures for running 
them. These two have been absent from our 
own constitution and, here too, the new 
proposals will - if adopted - put this right. A 
fixed set of rules, including for running 
regional and Internet-televised busting 
debates between candidates, will ensure that 
the contests are serious and well-informed. 

The BNP’s opponents - both the far-left 
and their allies among the neo-Nazi 
keyboard warriors who infest the Internet - 
are already hysterical about these proposals, 
which they know would stop them 
destabilising the party with an annual 
whine-fest caused by a bogus ‘challenge’ by 
a no-hoper every year. 

The bad faith of such critics is best 
shown by the way in which they have all 
kept quiet about the most important part of 
the fixed-term proposal - that the four-year 
cycle would begin with a leadership election 
next year. Far from my seeking to avoid an 
election as the liars and their dupes claim, 
the proposed constitutional changes would, 
if adopted, guarantee one. 

This is because the proposals are there 
for the long-term good of the BNP, rather 
than for anyone’s short-term convenience. 
With so much going for us in the years 
ahead, we can neither afford inbuilt 
instabilities that can be exploited by our 
enemies, nor lack of clarity about how to 
run a proper election which could be 
exploited for his or her own benefit by a 
leader whose time has passed. We need to 
get the foundations rock solid, and a 
sensible debate and decision at the special 
members’ meeting at the end of this year’s 
RWB will achieve just that. 

So there you have it, a brief personal 
and organisational introduction to surviving 
the Age of Scarcity. Not the ‘normal’ fare 
for Identity readers but, there again, we are 
no longer in normal times. Your opinions 
and your own experiences would be of 
particular interest; let’s be hearing from 
you.

P eter Tierney (aka: Peter Quiggins) joined the party earlier 
this year after receiving a leaflet from a local BNP 
candidate, Peter Molloy. 

“I had always had an affinity with the Party’s National and 
I Local cultural issues, and after meeting Mr Molloy, my belief in 
the party was confirmed,” Peter said. “I had over the years 
realised the illusion portrayed by the three party “LIB-LAB- 
CON,” was just that, an illusion! I felt the three parties had 
chopped up my city, and distributed it amongst themselves, thus 
I creating ‘A One Party State!’” 

Along with his brother, Andrew Tierney (an artist with a keen 
I interest in British/European politics), he became an ardent 
voluntary activist supporting Mr Molloy and several other local 
I BNP candidates. 

Peter Quiggins has become a high profile figure in the 
J Cultural Industries within Liverpool after a major battle with

Pll win to gain the title of ''European Capital City of Culture 2008C 

Quiggins, an antique and vintage emporium in Liverpool City 
Centre, was founded by Peter in 1986. It provided a venue for 
local entrepreneurs with cottage industries. As its popularity 
> ■-/ soared, it soon outgrew its surroundings, and after a couple of 
, years relocated to School Lane, a location within the centre of the 

; * ■’ city. The building was much larger in size, but in dire need of 

. : restoration, which was duly undertaken. This unassuming 

building in the back streets quickly became a magnet for artists, 

. ■ V musicians and fashionistas alike. Fashion designers and students 
; ’ .. ' would trawl the vintage units for treasures and inspiration, 

,,, ■■ , : magazine editors and scouts would come to observe the 

, ‘ fashionistas with their exclusive street style! 

» ' Kids and parents alike thought they were educating each other 

when revealing their discovery of this utopia. Great was their 
i disappointment, however, to find that each generation had already 
I discovered it for themselves. Quiqqins had no discrimination for 
i age; this diverse place had been purposely created to cater to all, 
and was an environment where all ages could happily wander 
around a myriad of little shops and stalls and find treasures of 
I interest. They could then meet up at the cafe bar that served 


"home-cookedfamily fayrd' (something for all tastes). It was a 
relaxed informal hive of topical and creative discussion, a place to 
exchange knowledge and experience. The fear our elders had of 
today’s youth had been alleviated by familiarity. This encouraged 
older and younger generations to mix, and even socialise together, 
which is all too often lost today, with many using the computer 
screen and the World Wide Web as a social network. 

Quiggins hosted its own Art Gallery, Theatre Company and 
Live Music Cafe Bar, which sponsored local artists, musicians and 
playwrights, with many going on to achieve great things. It 
allowed small local businesses and cottage industries to incubate 
and gain a foothold in the city centre under its protective banner. 
Quiggins helped establish a myriad of enterprises ranging from 
antiques, retro, and records, to fashions, skateboards, and so much 
more. It was a private company and no funding or public money 
was ever given to Quiggins. All of this was accomplished by the 
people doing it for themselves, and very successfully at that! 

The Lib Dems and previous councils had tried to set up many 
quangos in the hope of creating “cultural groups” in Liverpool. 
They almost always had diversity at the forefront, with an 
emphasis on ‘multiculture’, and here was a unique British 
industry evolving on their own doorstep (something this Lib-Dem 
run council couldn’t manipulate, or for which it could not claim 
credit). 

I THE FARCE OF ‘CAPITAL OF CULTURE’

“European Capital of Culture” title. 

By gaining “Capital of Culture” status for Liverpool, Peter, 
maybe naively, assumed this would be a reprieve for Quiggins. For 
after all, wasn’t Quiggins an epitome of ‘Culture’? 

The new redevelopment ‘Liverpool 1’ was to devour the 
project. Quiggins was served a Compulsory Purchase Order by 
Liverpool City Council. 

[A compulsory purchase order is an order that helps Councils, under 
the guise of the law, to steal swathes of residential and commercial land 
and buildings from ordinary members of the public, at damage limitation \ 
budget prices for Big Business Conservative Tories, instead of using more 
common sense solutions that are available to more sympathetic councils.] 

Peter had been endeavouring to secure a new location, and 
had made a ‘market-value’ bid for the John Lewis (George Henry | 
Lee) building situated on Church Street, Liverpool city centre’s 
main street. Proof of funding was shown and a development plan 
put forward. 

John Lewis was to be re-housed from their old site as the 
‘anchor store’ for the ''Duke’s'" new 46 acre privatised ‘fiefdom’, 
called ‘Liverpool 1’, to where the whole axis of the city was to be 
shifted... leaving a perfect location for Quiggins! 

As Peter remarked, this “as a chance to progress, develop 
many more new local business opportunities, and regenerate at 
least a thousand new jobs within the cultural industry.” 

On a Saturday, Quiggins would attract on average 6,000 
customers. Half of the footfall on School Lane would pass 
through the new proposed Quiggins site. This meant that the 
proposed Quiggins had the potential to be a major competitor to 
the Duke’s ‘Liverpool 1’ complex. The threat to the trade of the 
‘Liverpool 1’ was just too much. 

The Lib Dem Council, along with the Duke of Westminster’s 
company, Grosvenor, objected to plans put forward (even refusing 
to show them to the public) for the Quiggins development of the 
John Lewis building, and proceeded to block any progression of 
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Quiggins. 

Quiggins had become an adversary. The Duke had cast a 
shadow over Quiggins, resulting in many doors being closed, 
eventually manoeuvring them into a forced submission. 

Peter and his supporters, disillusioned by the way British 
culture was being eliminated in our cities, to be replaced with 
other cultures, then set up a campaign to save Quiggins. The 
I media made sure the public was kept unaware of the real plight of 
I Quiggins and Peter grew so frustrated that he went out on the 
I streets to campaign for justice. 

There he quickly amassed a petition with 150,000 names 
supporting a “Save Quiggins” campaign. Almost that many 
! people had voted for the Lib Dems to run Liverpool. Help was 
j asked for, and meekly offered from Labour MP Louise Elman and 
Labour leader Joe Anderson. 

It wasn’t until Labour MP Claire Curtis-Thomas (from 
outside the ward) showed some enthusiasm by offering to take the 
petition to No 10 Downing Street, and to state in the House of 
Commons that this ‘cultural asset’ to Liverpool should not be 
extinguished, that it came to light Louise Elman had actually 
opposed the Quiggins issue! She had deliberately lobbied the MP. 

It was also revealed that Joe Anderson (who professed to be 
offering genuine support for the 250 jobs and 50 businesses within 
Quiggins) was the chaperone escorting the “Capital of Culture 
judges” around Liverpool. He deliberately avoided a visit to 
Quiggins, confirming Peter’s suspicions that (with the permission 
of John Prescott and higher^ the Lib-Lab-Con had an agenda to 
destroy any signs of British culture in Liverpool which were under 
private control. 

“The 150,000 names on the petition to save this Liverpool 
icon hadn't even made an impression at No 10,” Peter said. “I 
then launched a campaign to trigger a referendum to 'Save 
Quiggins - Change the council’, which gathered so much 
momentum only 7,000 more names were needed to force the 
referendum. But just at this point my teenage son became very 
ill,” said Peter, “and I had to abandon the campaign. If I had 
started it at the beginning instead of doing the ‘Save Quiggins’ 
campaign, the outcome would have been different!” 

Peter was eventually manoeuvred and manipulated into 
submission while at the same time a wealthy ‘carpet-bagger’ (who 
happened to be sitting on an empty building, of which Peter had 
actually been interested) was being groomed by the perpetrators in 
the event of Quiggins’ tenants being left stranded. He registered a 
copycat name and tried to replicate Quiggins, which suited the 
council and Grosvenor as this duped the public into thinking 
Quiggins had survived and relocated. This eliminated any bad 
press for the council’s culture company, although in reality 80% of 
Quiggins’ tenants dispersed and moved into back rooms up and 
down Bold Street (an area on the edge of the City Centre).

F irstly it must be understood that while each and every

BELOVED NATION 


In June 2006 this iconic establishment followed the same road 
I as the famous “Cavern” and was extinguished from Liverpool by 
a Lib Dem council. The Cavern had to be rebuilt; this was under 
the pressure of public demand. Yet Quiggins has been written out 
of Liverpool’s history, thus highlighting The City of Culture as a 
farce. This echoed the fate of the Irish Centre, also banished from 
the city centre, in the ’90s. This also ended in a bitter public battle with 
I sit-ins and protest marches! 

Taking Peter out of the city centre denied Liverpool people 
I who trade within the cultural and cottage industries the 
I opportunity to trade within their own city centre. 

“More had been done to save The Superlambanana’ than to 
I save Quiggins (a proven cultural asset),” said Peter. “This 
degenerate piece of so-called pop art is about to replace 
Liverpool’s true identity, the Liverbird, which is a true piece of 
fine art. It won’t be long before it is adopted by the council traitors 
as the heading on their note paper. Yet another piece of our 
I identity is gone.” 

The Superlambanana was a temporary sculpture created by 
Manhattan-based Japanese artist Tao Chietzo, as an ironic 
comment on the dangers of genetic engineering, only to be 
adopted and politically rebranded and used as a cultural image for 
Liverpool. A huge campaign was launched by the Council and 
politicians, local celebrities and media to keep it in the City. Local 
radio D.J. Pete Price offered £50,000 out of his own pocket to 
keep this sculpture in the city. 

The old John Lewis Building has now been sold to a large 
DIY outlet. 

Peter has since opened a small antique shop on the outskirts 
of Liverpool. His compensation was little more than a pavement 
injury insurance claim, which has financially disabled any sort of 
return of Quiggins to his city. After two years, he still awaits 
financial closure, but he will never regain a foothold in the city 
centre, until a genuine political party that cares for local 
communities and small indigenous businesses takes control - as 
opposed to “Big Business Dictatorship.” 

Peter Quiggins wishes to make it clear that he has never been 
a member of any political party in the past, although he was 
approached many times. Ironically, this was during and after the 
campaign he had spearheaded to change the Liverpool City 
1^:-: Council. He told Identity, “After more than 20 years in the cultural 

industries, I have noticed the slow eradication of our identity of 
British culture. I know it makes sense to vote British National 
Party - the only opposition to this one-party state! It is the only 
party using commonsense politics.”

All readers will recognise the above characteristics perhaps either 
in themselves or certainly in those around them. While our 
beloved nation is falling down around us, many Britons choose to 
relax or hide. Yet despite this fashionably casual attitude to life, 
greater numbers are seeing the dangers that face us and are now 
considering themselves to be Nationalist, either as a permanent 
choice or merely whilst at the Polling Station.

But there are two levels to Nationalism, and it is the second, 
deeper level, which we must explore. The Nationalist who is really 
of value to our cause is the man, woman or youth who has come 
to Nationalism not so much through fear of outside influence but 
through an innate comprehension of things that grow. 

Nationalism is unlike every other ideology in that it comes not

from the conscious mind but from within the very soul of a folk- 
group, and thus is a product of Nature. This is the main reason 
why Nationalist political parties have traditionally found the 
reasoning behind their deeds so hard to put into words, and why 
only the most eloquent leaders and thinkers have been able to 
break into the world of mainstream media and thus promote their 
feelings rather than their ideas. 

As Nationalism is an organic product of the folk-soul, it thus 
follows that, as with the eternal Laws of Nature, it is a perfect 
model of the concept of evolution promoted as an ideology. All 
things that grow and are a part of Nature’s grand design evolve, 
improve and reach new horizons. If successful, they leave behind 
a little of themselves to continue the path of cyclical evolution, 
which Pagans term ‘The Turning of the Wheel’. This phrase is 
generally taken to mean the revolution of the seasons, but actually 
implies much more - it is actually a metaphor for life itself. 

Two things now become apparent: 

1. True Nationalism is not about fear but about eternal evolution 
and achievement. 

2. True Nationalists must first develop an understanding of 
Nature before they can add productively and ideologically to the 
cause. 

The backgrounds of the best and most influential Nationalists, if 
studied closely, often include the following: 

■ An interest in working on the land 

■ An interest in trees 

■ An interest in ornithology 

■ An interest in gardening 

■ An interest in naturalistic sporting pursuits such as fishing 

■ An interest in the cosmos 


■ An interest in past traditions which revolve around the 
seasons 

Thus those best psychologically positioned to fully grasp the ethos 
of Nationalism are foresters, gardeners, farmers, rangers, 
fishermen and so forth. 

I say now that whilst great and valuable activists can come 
from any background or walk of life, the true great thinkers 
behind the future growth of our movement will come not from a 
sterile mental environment but from a vibrant Naturalistic one. 
Geographical location matters not, but psychology most certainly 
does. Those who refuse to understand the ways of Mother Nature 
will never fully grasp the basic motivation behind the ideology of 
Nationalism. 

Fortunately all is not lost; the children of Albion are but a few 
short generations from an era where we all lived more closely with 
the land. It is in our blood, and although many of us have been 
forcibly wrapped in a toxic skin of modernity, inside each of us is 
the potential to break through to the surface like a germinating 
seed in its quest to reach the sun. 

Only the most self-loathing individual refuses to acknowledge 
this, and they have to a man long since drawn their uncrossable 
line in the sand, standing bow-legged in the rank, decaying, and 
putrid realm of neo-liberalism. Nationalism is the polar opposite 
of neo-liberalism, and where Nationalism promotes the workings 
of Nature; neo-liberals fear it and try to halt its progress. 

Spiritual Nationalism, with its evolutionary ideals and 
pureness of purpose, blows like a fresh wind across Britain and 
into our hearts, and must be promoted in this most positive, 
uplifting manner by those who truly understand both our ideology 
and their own soul if this land and her people are to escape 
stagnation and death, and proceed on a path of breathtaking 
achievement.

T he diagramme World Population: 
Trouble Ahead shows that Planet 
Earth’s human population increased 
very slowly until about 1750. Then it began 
a steep rise that continues to this day. The 
Industrial Revolution was responsible. It 
introduced machines powered by fossil fuels 
(coal, oil and gas) that replaced human and 
animal muscle, allowing a rapid increase in 
the production of food. As the new 
expertise spread around the globe, 
population growth began to escape the old 
limits imposed by food shortage and its 
consequences: famine and war. 

In 1798 the English economist Thomas 
Malthus published his Essay on the Principle 
of Population, which argued that population 
growth would eventually overtake food 
production, causing worldwide famine. 
Many precedents prove his point: 
overpopulation combined with scarce 
resources seldom fails to cause want, 
hunger and conflict. Animal and plant 
populations flourish when new resources 
; become available, and collapse when they 
run out. The fossil fuels that have nurtured 
our population explosion since 1750 are 
now so depleted that demand for them is 
I beginning to exceed supply. In particular, 

I Peak Oil has been reached. The price of oil, 
gas and coal will rise until poor people 
cannot afford them or the commodities 
made from them. Food production will 
decline, year after year. Earth’s population 
will peak and then collapse in famine and 
conflict. Malthus’s prediction will come 
I true. 

Before the Industrial Revolution, world 
I population was sustained by renewable 
energy and numbered about half a billion. 


Similar conditions will apply when fossil 
fuels are used up, 150 years from now. The 
difference, if we act intelligently, could be 
that the world’s sustainable population of 
about half a billion would enjoy a 
moderately comfortable quality of life, 
unlike the poverty that was universal in 
1750. This would be because, in 2150, we 
should be able to produce enough 
renewable and nuclear energy to adequately 
sustain half a billion people, by drawing on 
our scientific and technical inheritance - 
unless we have lost this by not acting 
intelligently. 

Malthus’s prediction of population 
collapse will undoubtedly come true, in 
view of the simple fact that a farmer today, 
using diesel-driven machinery and artificial 
fertilizer (made from natural gas) relies on 
the “40 Factor”. Because he uses fossil fuels 
he can produce at least forty times as much 
food as he could if deprived of them. But to 
reach sustainability without falling into 
squalid poverty we will need to manage the 
. Malthusian population collapse. There are 
I two options, management or no 
management (a third option: generating 
enough alternative energy to replace fossil 
fuels in all their uses, seems impossible at 
present). 

I MALTHUS UNMANAGED 

This later is the do-nothing option. When 
I Homo sapiens' Darwinian instinct towards 
“survival of the fittest” (the fittest in this 
I case being the most selfish and merciless) 
takes its natural course, as Malthus 
predicted would happen, a likely world 
population crash from perhaps 7.5 billion to 


half a billion by way of famine, murder and 
genocide will be the most terrible human 
catastrophe, which could last 150 years, that 
Planet Earth will ever experience. Many 
precedents (examined in my book The Rapid 
Growth of Human Populations 1750-2000) 
chart the course that the population crash, 
reacting to acute commodity shortages and 
the disappearance of aids to comfortable 
living such as mains electricity, shopping, 
and motor transport, will naturally follow. 

Precedents show that the first stage in 
population reduction in a society that is 
having difficulty surviving is the elimination 
of minorities. They are harassed, persecuted 
and murdered, by the time-honoured 
procedures of ethnic cleansing and 
genocide. Recent precedents include 
Rwanda, Bosnia and the eastern Congo, 
and of course the Jewish Holocaust, but 
these conflicts were not pursued to their 
bitter ends, thanks to intervention by 
powerful external forces. That reservation 
will no longer apply. The society affected 
will become truly monocultural. 

The first signs of extreme lethal 
^ conflicts may well appear in the UK before 
I 2012, when Peak Oil is past and many 
people cannot afford the high and still rising 
prices of food, energy, materials, transport 
etc caused by world competition for the 
declining supplies of oil and the 
commodities that depend on it. Travel by 
land, sea and air will be diminishing year 
after year. The British economy itself, after 
decades of trade deficits, will be short on 
I purchasing power. 

In 2012 the native white British 
I population will number around 55.5 million 
and the ethnic minorities about 6.5 million

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(estimates based on latest ONS figures). 

Population reduction could be mainly 
by slaughter, because the opportunities for 
emigration will be few given that adjacent 
countries will be experiencing the same 
shortages and conflicts. Assuming also that 
more of the white majority would be killed 
than their opponents, because the whites 
are, on average, older and softer, it may be 
that by 2020 the UK population will have 
been reduced to about 40 million, the same 
as it was before World War One, by this 
means alone. 

Precedents suggest that the ethnic 
conflict will begin with gang attacks on 
property and those within, stealing, 
murdering and burning. Revenge attacks 
would follow, developing into total 
lawlessness wherever there is a 
juxtaposition of races. Intervention by 
Government will be at best half-hearted, 
because it will be obvious that there is no 
future in saving lives at a time of worsening 
shortages of everything, especially food 
(remember this is in a Malthus Unmanaged 
scenario). The armed forces, police and 
militias may be set to guard vital 
installations such as power stations, but 
looting and robbery with violence will be 
universal. Private armies will be created, for 
defence and plunder. Society as we know it 
will break down. Political correctness and 
sentimentalism including ‘human rights’ 
and civil liberties will no longer exist. They 
were the obstinately cherished dogmas 
which caused this ultimate disaster by 
preventing, since the 1960s, public 
discussion of the real consequences of 
immigration, multiculturalism and 
overpopulation. 


By the 2020s democratic government as 
we know it will have ended. If private 
armies rule the British Isles, each one 
seeking to survive at the expense of the 
others, something akin to tribalism could 
develop. Maybe a ‘strongman’ or dictator 
will achieve power, like Hitler, Tito or 
Stalin, and unify the tribes, but the analogy 
is superficial because these tyrants were able 
to draw on adequate resources. The UK in 
2030 will be short of every kind of resource 
except people, many of whom will be of no 
value to the society they live in, because 
they are starving. Private armies, each one 
ruling and defending its own territory, will 
in true tribal fashion keep the top men in 
comfort and their soldiers privileged, while 
the common people struggle to supply the 
rulers’ needs and to survive themselves. 

Without a central government the UK 
cannot function as a nation. There will be 
no foreign trade, no purchases of food or 
resources from abroad. The internet will be 
dead, for lack of universal mains electricity, 
taking with it most of our accumulated 
.. scientific know-how, though some will 
^ remain in such books as are preserved. 
Perhaps a few nuclear power stations will 
still function, jealously guarded with their 
operators by the local strong man’s army, 
and the same may apply to the remains of 
North Sea oil and gas, and possibly a few 
coal mines. But overshadowing the whole 
will be the lack of food. Obtaining food will 
be the main preoccupation of the whole 
British population, as it will be in the rest of j 
the world. 

Forty million people cannot survive in 
comfort in a UK lacking plentiful fossil 
fuels and with no income from selling 


services or manufactured goods abroad. 
Pre-Industrial Revolution conditions will 
return, with most of the population 
working on the land, growing food, mostly 
by hand. The precedent, in the UK climate, 
is the survival of peasants in the 
overpopulated western counties of Ireland 
in the early 19* century. They grew 
potatoes. Men supported their large 
families, in squalor, on tiny acreages of land 
until a fungal blight destroyed the crop in 
1845-46. Within a decade famine and 
emigration reduced the Irish population by 
a quarter. 

In the UK in the mid-2P‘ century, when 
survival in this Unmanaged Malthus 
scenario depends on individual initiative 
(mainly robbery with violence), there will 
be no private transport, no shops, no banks, 
no health service, no telephones; none, in 
fact, of the luxuries that we now treat as 
part of normal living but were rare, in many 
cases, before World War Two. A typical 
day, for the average Briton, will be spent 
working on the land, growing and trying to 
store securely vegetable crops, especially 
, potatoes, fetching water from a stream or 
well, tending the horses and oxen that 
provide muscle power, cutting wood for fuel 
and simple furniture, and organising local 
defence against marauding gangs intent on 
looting food stores. Men will be liable at 
any time to be conscripted into a private 
I army. 

Every day will see many people dying 
I of hunger, cold or disease. The population 
will plunge downwards. After a few decades 
it will approach the sustainable level of 
about 6 million that was normal in the 
centuries before the Industrial Revolution. .

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CHALLENGE OF MALTHUS MANAGED 

There is a decision to make. Until now it 
has been possible to put it off to some time 
in the fairly distant future, when climate 
change, or fossil fuel scarcity, ‘begins to 
bite’. I have demonstrated, however, using 
simple down-to-earth evidence 
(Demographics and the 40 Factor, Optimum 
Population Trust Journal vol 7 no 2, October 
2007), that as soon as Peak Oil is passed, 
between 2005 and 2012, the growing 
shortage of liquid fuels and artificial ger a 


Most people, including the women and 
children, will be agricultural labourers. If 
the weather is kind they may accumulate 
food surpluses to barter for goods that 
opportunistic looters in the early days took 
from warehouses and factories, such as 
boots, clothes and blankets. Craftsmen, 
such as blacksmiths and carpenters, will 
evolve to make simple tools that can no 
longer be found in derelict stores or 
deserted houses. People will try to repair 
the collapsing houses in which they are 
camping. Poverty will be extreme, just as it 
was before the advent of fossil fuels. 
Eventually, population will fall to the level, 
perhaps one to two million, at which living 
off the land, as peasants, will be possible. 
There will be fewer people than before the 
Industrial Revolution because so much 
good agricultural land has been sterilised by 
buildings, roads etc, but it may be that a 
society will evolve comparable to that of 
medieval England. 

In short, the UK under Malthus 
Unmanaged conditions will be a place of 
pain, exhaustion, squalor, violence, 
starvation and misery, enduring for a 
century or more, with no light at the end of 
the tunnel to look forward to. The 
population will be paying the penalty for 
thoughtlessly believing the unintelligent 
statements of politically correct politicians 
and sentimentalist opinion formers who 
were incapable of recognising reality. They 
failed to plan ahead and use their 
intelligence to choose the Malthus Managed 
option. 


fertilizers will trigger a steady decline in 
food production globally towards an 
ultimate figure of less than one fortieth of 
current capacity, when oil and gas are 
effectively used up, some 150 years from 
now. That figure could be sustainable, 
maintaining a moderately comfortable 
standard of living by hard work in a world 
totally different to our familiar 2008. But 
the whole idea is so unwelcome to most 
people that they ignore it. 

The required decision is: do we let 
nature take its normal Darwinian course of 
population reduction by conflict, murder, 
starvation and genocide, making no attempt 
to save ourselves by intelligent planning, or 
do we marshal our intelligence to achieve 
an orderly reduction, albeit at some 
sacrifice, to eventual sustainability? 

The choice, in principle, is between 
Malthus Unmanaged and Malthus 
Managed. 

The precedents are bleak. In every case 
where rival national or ethnic or religious 
communities were held together against 
their Darwinian inclinations by some 
restraining force, law and order collapsed 
when that force was removed. Yugoslavia, 
its warring tribes united for a short while by 
I the iron rule of Marshal Tito, is a prime 
I example; Rwanda, which greatly exceeded 
I its carrying capacity, is another. These and 
I many other lesser conflicts around the 
I world, have been temporarily halted by 
I ‘peacekeeping’ forces, and would be 
I resumed if those forces went away. All 
I were, and are, examples of early stages in 


the Malthus Unmanaged scenario. Every 
nation that makes no attempt to break away 
from these unfortunate precedents will 
suffer the same fate. 

The alternative, unless new bright ideas 
are proposed, is Malthus Managed. So far, 
my politically incorrect suggestions as to 
how it might be achieved have been met 
with denial and disgust, fortified, perhaps, 
by a comfortable feeling that the choice can 
be delayed indefinitely, together with a 
disinterest in historical precedents. That 
time is now past. 

During most of history human life was 
cheap, because the means to avert 
starvation and disease were lacking. 

Women had many babies, but most of them 
died from malnutrition. Populations were 
virtually static, at very low levels compared 
to the present. They were ‘sustainable’ 
inasmuch as some people survived, often 
malnourished and exhausted by physical 
labour to produce food. The change came 
with the Industrial and Agricultural 
Revolutions in the mid-18"’ century. More 
food was produced, year after year, using 
fossil fuels, deaths from malnourishment 
decreased, and populations expanded. The 
period of weak restraints on growth, 
WROG, had begun. 

For 250 years it has been possible to 
rescue family, friends and the deserving 
poor from death, with relative ease. ‘Saving 
lives’ has become instinctive, the hallmark 
of good, responsible daily living, but people 
forget, if they ever knew, that it could not 
have happened without that vast increase in 


MALTHUS MANAGED 


Homo sapiens claims to be an intelligent 
species, and without doubt, if we applied 
our intelligence, we could reduce world 
population to a stable half-billion in 2150 
with no great physical discomfort. A fairly 
comfortable standard of living could be 
maintained throughout the process, until 
sustainability was reached. But mental 
obstacles, built up during half a century of 
sentimental and politically correct 
brainwashing, are so challenging that most 
people, even with all the evidence set before 
them, are unable to overcome them. 
Experience has shown this. The Challenge 
of Malthus Managed is therefore examined 
at length below.

Malthus Managed is based on the 
reversal of instinctive behaviour. The 
concept may seem unacceptable, but the 
need is logical and unavoidable. Less fossil 
fuel energy for agriculture means less food 
produced, thus fewer people can be fed. The 
population must shrink in step with the 
dwindling food supply, year after year, until 
some kind of stability is reached. If the 
chaos and misery of Malthus Unmanaged 
is to be avoided, the process must follow an 
agreed plan, which, in principle, will allow 
measured and orderly population reduction 
with no great physical pain and no loss of 
our civilised lifestyle. 

It would be foolish to suppose that 
planned population reduction could be 
achieved worldwide. Few national 
populations could cope with the self-denial 
required. Nor could the action be voluntary. 
At times of national peril, as in world wars, 
responsible nation states take over. For 
survival. Government is by decree. Young 
people are conscripted into the armed 
forces, resources are rationed, and every 
aspect of daily life is directed towards the 
desperate goal of national survival. And the 
hard fact is that individuals who will not, or 
cannot, make a contribution to national 
survival can no longer expect to be 
supported automatically. In a world of 
enforced population reduction, life is not a 


right but a privilege. Individual survival 
must be subordinate to national survival. 
‘Human rights’ will be as dead as the dodo. 

So how can orderly population 
: reduction be achieved? Take the UK as an 
; example. The current UK population of just 
^ over 60 million must fall to a sustainable 
i level, about six (as stated earlier) or even 
two million, by the time that fossil fuels are 
finally exhausted and all energy is 
renewable or nuclear, about 150 years from 
now 

THE CHINESE EXAMPLE 

The most effective measure, by far, is also 
! the least painful, and has a precedent in 
: China today. It is: every woman is entitled 
! to raise one healthy child, on average. A 
i woman who wants no children can transfer 
; her entitlement to a woman who wants 
I more than one. For obvious reasons it is no 
use monitoring men. Assuming a life 
expectancy of 75 years and a new 
generation every 25 years, starting in 2010, 
the population at the end of each 
generation would be, in millions 
2010: 60.0 
2035: 58.4 
2060: 47.9 
2085: 34.6 
2110: 17.5 
2135: 8.7 
2160: 4.3 
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which is the target figure, reached after 175 
years by means of the one child per woman 
procedure alone. ( We would remind readers 
that, as stated in our introduction, this is one of 
several controversial views put forward by the 
author - which are not supported by the BNP - 
Editor) 

National survival demands other more 
controversial (in a politically correct 
society) measures, which may be justified as 
follows. If the UK follows the Malthus 
Managed route, it will be one of a very 
small number of nations trying to live 
peacefully in a chaotic Unmanaged world. 

It must defend its borders against 
opportunistic invaders; it must trade for 
resources lacking at home, and it must 
protect access to vital assets overseas such 
as North Sea oil. Strong armed forces are 
essential, and the economy must be devoted 
to supporting them, as in wartime. A 
radical change in the nature of punishment 
for crime will help in this respect. 

We would also have to consider what 
must be done about imprisonment of 
criminals, which is vastly expensive and 
sterilises huge manpower resources. 
Currently the UK prison population is 
about 80,000, and an equal number of 
prison and ancillary staff monitor and 
support the prisoners. The value to the 
national economy of 160,000 mostly able- 
bodied people is nil. On the contrary, it is a 
massive cost for no benefit. Locking 
prisoners in jail is madness when they could 
be out in electronic chain gangs reclaiming 
productive land from the sea. The 
punishment for greater crimes such as 
murder, or anything that frustrates the 
smooth running of the national survival 
effort, such as drug dealing, should be 
death. Life is not a right, but a privilege, in 
the unfamiliar circumstances of population 
reduction when, in the early years, the 
reduction must amount to 3,800 every day 
(see below). 

Anyone who objects to summary 
punishment on the grounds that it is 
inhumane or uncivilised has not understood 
the context. In a nation fighting to survive 
everyone must pull his or her weight. There 
can be no useless or counter-productive 
passengers. World War Two was so long 
ago that few people remember, or know, 
that all young men were conscripted, i.e. 
forced, to join the armed forces and fight 
and risk death for their country, just as is 
proposed here. 

Conscription, by any name, is an 
ancient custom. It could advantageously be 
reintroduced to a Managed UK, given the 
need for effective defence and a large pool 
of disciplined man and woman power ready 
to carry out any work of national 
importance. Several years of compulsory 
national service following education would 
benefit both the nation and the young 
people themselves, replacing the 
aimlessness and idleness that is a cause of 



will see the end of our comfortable lifestyle 
and, if we want to survive as a nation, the 
reversal of our long-established mindset. 
The basic considerations are, for the UK: 


I so much crime in 2008. 

It need hardly be said that immigration 
I into a UK engaged in reducing its 
population would be very strictly 
controlled, and limited to persons whose 
presence would be of genuine value to the 
nation. Seen from the chaotic Unmanaged 
outer world the UK would seem a haven of 
peace, law and order, tempting illegal 
^ immigration. The consequences of adding 
to the population in this way would be so 
serious that a strong deterrent for illegals, 
when detected, might have to be 
considered. 

Since the end of World War Two, UK 
citizens have enjoyed a comfortable, 
unthreatened existence. Only the oldest 
among them remember the dread of defeat 
in war, and of living the rest of their lives 
under the feet of callous dictators. To avoid 
defeat the UK population accepted the total 
reversal of their easy lifestyle. The rights 
and freedoms of the individual were 
abandoned in favour of national survival. 
Government by decree demanded that men 
and women should be prepared to fight and 
die, or serve in dangerous vital occupations 
(such as the merchant navy), for as long as 
the war lasted, to achieve national survival. 

Now it is hard to believe that a decade 


I The food supply will shrink, year on 
I year, for 150 years. 

I The population must reduce in step 
I with the food supply. 

I Population reduction must be about 2.3

■ Every able-bodied citizen must 
therefore contribute to the national survival 
effort. It would have to be considered that 
in some instances caring for helpless, 
disabled or antisocial persons could 
undermine the survival effort, causing 
national collapse. 

If the hard decision was taken, euthanasia 
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should be considered with the utmost 
thoughtfulness and gentleness. In practice, 
many invalids and old people would 
welcome it. To pay the innately criminal 
and stupid to be voluntarily sterilised would 
help reduce and improve the quality of the 
population. Religious objections, inherited 
from long ago and incorporated into 
outdated laws, are the main reason for 
refusing to allow people to end their lives 
when they want to. In Managed UK, where 
the population must shrink by 2.3 per cent 
every year, voluntary suicide also would be 
tolerated and made easy. {Again, it is stressed 
that the BNP could not support euthanasia. In 
any case what is the point of resorting to 
euthanasia to speed up the reduction rate of the 
population, as the elderly are going to die of 
natural causes within a few years? - Editor) 
Precedents may be useful, albeit 
uncomfortable with those unable to grasp 
the seriousness of the situation. In China, 
India and several other countries, in 2008, 
medical scans are used to determine the sex 
of the foetus, which is aborted if the finding 
is unwelcome. Infanticide immediately after 
birth is also practised for the same reason. 
There can be no arbitrary age limit at which 
an individual ceases to be valuable to 
society or to national survival. Old people 


may be physically weak, but with a 
lifetime’s experience behind them they can 
use their wisdom to advise, administer and 
educate, or work in occupations such as 
communicating, manufacturing or 
nurturing in hospitals. There can be no 
retirement. Meanwhile strong active 
younger people can gain experience as they 
defend the nation, trade abroad, enforce the 
I law and produce food and energy. 

If injury or old age robs individuals of 
the ability to care for themselves physically, 
the value to the nation of their mental 
abilities must be considered. The reverse is 
true also. Thus a physically disabled person 
may be adept at operating a computer, or an 
Alzheimer’s sufferer may be good at simple 
physical tasks such as horticulture. 

In the early years of Malthus Managed, 
before the one child per woman law (as 
already practiced in China) is having a big 
effect but population must still be reduced 
by 3,800 every day, the reduction over and 
above natural deaths (1,600 per day in 2006) 
may be achieved by implementing the 
proposals above. In hospitals, the 
instruction “Thou shaft not kill, but need 
not strive/officiously to keep alive” would 
be wise advice where a patient is terminally 
ill and unable to contribute anything to 


These proposals are not inhumane. 

They are necessary to cope with the 
unprecedented conditions that will develop 
after Peak Oil is passed. Every year there is 
less food available. The important thing is 
that throughout the duration of Malthus 
Managed all the essentials of life today, 
including peace and the rule of law are 
maintained, albeit sometimes in short 
supply and subject to rationing. Our quality 
of life is not totally lost, and when, after 
150 years, UK population reaches six or 
even only two million, it can enter into 
sustainability with all the national 
infrastructure intact and in full possession 
of its scientific and technological 
inheritance. 

{How the population could be encouraged to 
drift down is a matter which can only be settled 
by an informed, grown-up, national debate. It is 
not for politicians to play God, but it is for a 
nation that wishes to avoid catastrophe to ask 
some very serious questions and try to come up 
with the most humane and decent ways to 
address the problem - Editor) 

The alternative is starvation, 
lawlessness, mass murder and squalor, in 
other words, Malthus Unmanaged. Either 
way, the population cannot avoid shrinking 
in step with the shrinking food supply. 
Which way is best? If someone says to me 
“I couldn’t possibly approve of Malthus 
Managed because infanticide or abortion or 
assisted suicide or capital punishment 
denies human rights” my response will be 
“So you prefer the horrors of Malthus 
Unmanaged.” It has to be one or the other. 

Precedents indicate that after Peak Oil, 
an early development in any country in 
response to resource scarcity will be 
Darwinian conflict between ethnic or 
religious communities. Small communities 
may be wiped out. An elite may seize power 
and keep it by favouring the armed forces. 
That is the point at which, if the elite is 
intelligent, the choice of Malthus Managed 
over Malthus Unmanaged is most likely to 
be made.

Under pressure from a shocked 
public, the Home Office has 
revealed that knife crime

people are not even ' “ __ 

bothering to report burglaries or even 

muggings because their experience says that even if the police 
turn up no action will result. Overall, less than half of crimes are 
actually reported A secondary factor is that because of the 
advances made in car security by the manufacturers, car theft by 
amateur thieves and “joy riders” has fallen considerably, bringing 
the vehicle crime category down by 14 per cent, thus helping to 
lower the overall recorded crime rate. 

It is but a further example of “smoke and mirrors” policies 
from a beleaguered government who have no idea how to control 
crime in general, let alone stop the daily murder of mainly young 
men on the streets of our towns and cities. It is often black upon 
black knife murders by teenagers, who if they reach twenty will 
then resort to using guns. 

What is worrying is the fact that a number of these murders 
by knifing appear to be racially motivated. But as it is whites 
murdered by blacks it is not considered as a racial incident by our 
media, certainly not the BBC. Of those murders carried out this 
summer, this seemed highly likely to be the case with the Sidcup 
murder of the young bit-part “Harry Potter” actor (two blacks 
arrested), and also with the murder of Ben Kinsella, brother of 
“East Enders” actress Brooke Kinsella four blacks arrested. 
Incidentally, it was noticeable that in the protest march of six 
hundred or more young people in North London, there were 
some black girls present giving their support, but no black boys. 

In the March issue this year of Identity Nick Griffin gave us an 
extensive report. Racism Cuts Both Ways, on how the political elite, 
the media, the police and the courts are covering up an epidemic 
of racist violence against our long suffering indigenous people. As 
a result of research work by a BNP team, the article was full of 
facts and statistics to show how bad the situation really is. But 
even with the latest bout of killings (and I have only mentioned 
two above), you ask a typical Joe Public to name a victim of racist 
violence and the only name he can give you is Stephen Lawrence, 
or possibly Anthony Walker. Goebbels was an amateur in the art 
of brainwashing compared with our modern media practitioners. 

I have mentioned before in past issues a newssheet called 
Combat that I used to edit in a former life. In a 1959 issue I ran a 
front page report headed “Blacks Go Berserk”, with a photo of a 
West Indian gentleman, frothing at the mouth and being held by 
two policemen. Of course today, having become more educated in 
the ways of mankind (and having read all the updates on various 
Race Relations Acts) I realise that I should have headed the article 
“Some Black People, Like Whites in General and Not Necessarily 
Descendants of Vikings, Go Berserk”. 


My article was actually based on two reports from 
the London Metropolitan Police and the West 
Midlands Police which at that time had expressed 
; concern in the growing number of crimes of 
violence being carried out by some newly arrived 
West Indians. The rate per head of population was 
something like four times that committed by the 
indigenous Brits. 

Many West Indians at that time were God-fearing 
, people who formed the then typical family units. 
Today, many of these black boys involved in street 
crimes, including murder, do not have a father to con 
troll them, and no doubt some have inherited those 
genes of violence. As for police reports, well they 
stopped taking ethnicity into account long, long ago, 
even before Stephen Lawrence was born. 


‘Enjoy’ Being Bred Out Of Existence 


I “Multicultural Britain Enjoys a Modern-Day Baby 

... J Boom”. This was the heading that the Daily Telegraph, 

11.07.08, gave to its report on the Office for National 
Statistics report that one in four babies in Britain are now born to 
foreign mothers a figure that was emphasised in most other 
media reports. Importantly, the ONS report does not reveal how 
many of the non-foreign mothers were in fact of non-European 
immigrant origin. As the key areas reporting the biggest baby 
boom were London, West Midlands, Greater Manchester and 
West Yorkshire, i.e. areas of long-settled Afro-Caribbean and 
Asian immigrants, we can say without exaggeration that a good 
half of the new babies in Britain as a whole were not of the 
ethnicity I see in my extended family. 

Note the Torygraph's use of the word “enjoys” in its heading 
to the report. Was this just the work of a liberal-left NUJ sub¬ 
editor who puts in the headings? Or, more likely, was it part of the 
editorial policy to push Cameron’s concept of conservatism? For 
us to “enjoy” the elimination of our North European stock goes 
with the Cameronite thinking that came up with this gem: “The 
prospect of eventual Turkish membership is hugely important... 
to demonstrate to the Muslim world that the EU is not an 
exclusive Christian club”. 

To return to the latest ONS population report, it states that on 
average, ‘foreign’ women have 2.5 children each, rising to 3.9 for 
those from Bangladesh and almost five from Pakistani women. 
“The number of babies born to British mothers is also rising, but 
lags far behind immigrants at an average of 1.7 children each.” 
From this we can deduce that white British mothers are only 
producing 1.5 children at a maximum, against a 
required replacement level of 2.1. 

In previous reports the ONS has predicted that ^ 
the British population could reach 71 million by 2031, 
with migrants and their UK-born children accounting 
for 70 per cent of that growth. 

The problem of the shrinking original British 
population is replicated all over Europe, including 
Russia, where the average reproduction rate is well 
below 2.1 at 1.5. The sole exception is Albania (the 
Moslems know how to breed). Fifty years from now, 
there will be 130 million fewer Europeans, while Afro- 
Asia’s population is expected to double. The problem 
this poses is highlighted in the article elsewhere in this 
issue by Dr Wiliam Stanton Our Future is Inescapably 
Malthusian. Among some of his controversial answers he 
gives to the problems that must be recognised he 
recommends that Britain’s population should in the long 
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term be reduced to six or even two million. Therefore he will not 
agree with our contention that on the contrary we should pay, by 
means of tax breaks, for women to have larger families. It is a 
view being pursued by France, Austria and Estonia. 


Ghaffur Wants To Be The Gaffer 

The attack upon the traditional British way of life has in recent 
months increased its activity in two major sectors: what we 
should be allowed to see on television and who should run our 
police force. 

The Equality chief, Trevor Phillips, having already stuffed 
BBC and ITV studios full of black and Asian actors, is apparently 
still not satisfied. He wants to see more ethnics, whether they can 
act or not, in Coronation Street, Emmerdale (supposed to be a village 
in rural Yorkshire) and Who Wants To Be A Millionaire? would 
agree that it is hard for Asian contestants in the quiz programme 
because they are not as familiar with UK customs as most native 
Brits, and those blacks who have appeared did not seem over 
bright. Perhaps Trevor, a West Indian immigrant, would like to 
see the return of Greg Dyke to the BBC which in 2001 he 
attacked for being “hideously white”. 

What is happening in the Metropolitan Police, and to a lesser 
extent elsewhere, is more worrying. The key figure in a campaign 
for virtual control of the Met by its Muslim and black officers is 
Assistant Commissioner Tarique Ghaffur, one of 
Sir Ian Blair’s most senior colleagues and formerly 
a close ally. Ghaffur is employing a senior barrister 
to bring a case that he has missed out on 
promotion to Deputy Commissioner because of 
his race. He is being backed in this by Commander 
Shabir Hussain and many other mainly Muslim 
officers who are members of the National Black 
Police Association, whose chief spokesman is Ali 
Dizaei. 

It would be interesting to report what the 
National White Police Association has to say on 
this matter, but such a body is not allowed to exist 
by law!

There is a sort of general 
determination to remain “ideologically pure” and to view every 
attempt at a redressing of the way the party is advertised or 
marketed as a “sell-out,” even though the original principles of the 
movement remain intact and untouched. They also exhibit a 
complete lack of understanding of modern political methods and 
have a stubborn tendency to look backwards rather than to the 
future, completely underestimating the power of the media. Thus 
they generally pay little or no attention to things that harm or 
hinder the party’s image. In fact most hard-liners think they are 
doing their country a great service by puffing out their chests and 
letting rip with whatever damaging verbiage they have on the tip 
of their tongues, thus falling willingly into the media’s trap. 

IMAGE DOES MATTER 

One of these same hard-liners once said to me, “The media will 
always attack us, so our image doesn’t matter.” Using the scenario 
of war, this is the same as saying, “The enemy will always shoot at 
us, so it doesn’t matter how much ammunition we give them!” As 
we can see, this argument - a favourite of the hard-liners to justify 
their obsession with WWII, the Jews and Adolf Hitler - is 
completely flawed. The phrase “but it’s the truth” just doesn’t cut 
it. Such a stance takes no account of the peculiar circumstances 
we face. We are up against an immense media machine, which 
uses anything surrounding the Second World War, Nazism or 
Hitler to demonise and thus effectively immobilise any patriotic 
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movement in the modern age. 

Nationalists today have to be very clever. We have to learn to 
bite our tongues and use our brains to side step traditional 
Establishment attacks. We must not charge full steam ahead into 
well prepared media traps, giving our opponents what they want, 
time and time again, thus scuppering our chances of success. 

The Establishment and the media absolutely love and adore 
these rigid, self-destructive, hard-liners. Without them, the 
Establishment would be without the huge amount of ammunition 
they have traditionally wielded against patriotic movements. Not 
playing ball with the Establishment is really quite simple. We must 
completely and skilfully avoid any resemblance whatsoever to all 
the labels and connections given to us by the media: namely that 
we are ‘Nazis’, ‘Fascists’, ‘racists’, ‘extremists’, ‘anti-Semitic’, and 
so on.

In 1999 a virtual revolution within British nationalism occurred, 
and with a new captain the nationalist ship charted a different 
course. Bidding goodbye to the failed, rigid, ‘hard line’ nationalist 
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politics of the past forty years, the membership voted 
overwhelmingly to adopt the successful and mainstream 
nationalist politics of our sister movements in France and 
elsewhere, generally known and labelled as nationalism of the 
‘modernisers’. Within a decade, our Movement has been 
transformed from an irrelevant, insignificant tiny party on the 
fringe of politics into a force to be reckoned with. We now have 
over 100 councillors nationwide, the most visited website in 
politics, a representative on the London Assembly, and 
widespread positive recognition of the Party, with all the old 
labels rapidly falling away. 

Nationalist parties in recent British history, besides the BNP, 
have never won a single seat anywhere, at any level, despite the 
enormous size of some of them, such as the National Front 
during the 1970s. This speaks volumes for the new approach 
adopted post-1999, and casts ominous shadows on the past 
failures of the hard-liners. This brings us to the question of the 
BNP’s future, and as with so many other things in life, the answer 
lies between the two extremes. As mentioned earlier, the BNP is 
not subject to the typical pressures facing ‘normal’ Establishment 
parties, but is constantly harassed and subverted by all means 
possible, and thus requires a greater centralisation of authority 
than most. 

GROUNDLESS SMEAR 

This has nothing to do with ‘dictatorship’. We patriots should 
' know only too well that this particular smear, a favourite of the 
Left, is groundless. The present BNP Constitution is simply a 
recognition of the hostile environment in which the BNP dwells. 
Committee style decision making is basically not suited to 
nationalist politics, with the always present tendency to infighting 
and disagreements and the nefarious activities of our opponents, 
which have plagued our Cause for decades. That approach has 
been tried before, and always ended in failure. The BNP has 
survived longer than any other patriotic party precisely because of 
this fact, and will continue to survive the calamities of the future 
as long as the principle of “authority and responsibility” continue 
to shape our Constitution. 

By “authority and responsibility” we mean that when an 
individual is invested with authority, it walks hand in hand with 
responsibility. For example, our leader has been given authority 
over the party, but this means that he bears the responsibility for 
the party, for good or bad. The problem that would arise with the 
adoption of committee style decision making, is that it puts 
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authority and power in the hands of people who bear no 
responsibility for the decisions they make, which is one of the 
major problems facing the Westminster political system. 

There are those who disagree with this analysis, arguing that 
what is needed at this stage of the BNP’s development is more 
‘democracy’ (i.e. more committees), but as stated above this 
simply means taking authority away from the party leader, who is 
responsible to the members for the fortunes of the party, and 
dispersing it amongst those who bear no responsibility. Power and 
authority, as provided by the present BNP Constitution, strikes a 
balance between what is termed ‘dictatorship’ and the past and 
failed committee-style yearnings of those who are disgruntled at 
the present state of affairs. Under the present system, leadership is 
provided by the party Chairman, who bears ultimate 
responsibility for the party, while policy is shaped by the activists 
that build the party, the Voting Members. 

SOLID FOUNDATION

This system is tried and tested and works. It has provided the 
BNP with a solid foundation for continued progress, and now we 
are entering the mainstream landscape of British politics. 
Smothering our party with committees would be a sure-fire way 
of ending up like the National Front at the end of the 1970s. 

How can the party be labelled a dictatorship when, under our 
present Constitution any member of a certain standing can 
challenge for the leadership of the party? The bottom line where 
leadership challenges are concerned is the support of the members, 
and this is often forgotten. In 1999 a prospective leadership 
candidate stood against the incumbent Chairman and won by a 
large majority. Years later the new Chairman faced a leadership 
challenge from another party member and the challenger lost by a 
considerable amount. In both elections the party held firm and 
the members saw their choice of leader confirmed in authority 
and in bearing the responsibility for party fortunes. This is 
internal democracy in action, something of which we can be 
proud, and it smashes the claim that the BNP is a dictatorship. 

The very fact that the BNP is still intact, after 26 years of 
struggle which have seen internal upheavals and coup attempts, 
leadership challenges and petty factionalism, infiltration and 
subversion, is proof enough that the party sits on firm 
foundations. The constitutional principles on which the party was 
founded in 1982 (principally revolving around a centralisation of 
authority in those who bear the ultimate responsibility for the 
party) are sound and need no amending, even though the details 
do need some updating. There is plenty of scope for “change” 
within the party, as long as it receives a mandate from the 
membership. 

The British National Party is without doubt the party of the 
future. But this position depends on maintaining the concrete 
foundations which allowed it to surge forward, despite all the 
odds, to its present promising position. As the saying goes, “If it’s 
not broken, don’t fix it!” 
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I t has almost been forgotten since sporting events took centre 
stage in European entertainment, but a while ago, a pan- 
European competition of a different kind took 
place in Russia. This competition was one that we 
in the British Isles tend to regard rather lightly; 
it was the Eurovision Song Contest. 

We are right not to take the contest 
seriously: most of the acts would not win a 
pub karaoke competition and the voting has 
always come under scrutiny. It was no 
surprise when Russia won (the East European 
countries were long bound by the Warsaw Pact); its 
national Olympic ice-skating champion provided the 
dancing, and the competition was held on home turf in 
Moscow. And what did they have to beat exactly? A puppet 
turkey was sent from Ireland; the Israelis added to the myth that 
Jews can't dance; and the usual assortment of cross-dressers, 
extroverts and weirdos sang I Will Survive. Or it was something 
like that. I may be getting mixed up with any number of British 
cities on a Friday night. But no, I certainly wasn’t surprised by 
Russia's win. 

And then came the furore. The unthinkable had happened. 
Britain had come last. Terry Wogan exclaimed that there was 
block voting going on, which amazed us all. Then he said he 
might pack it all in, which really did astound. Did this mean there 
would be a reduction in his wage bill? Coincidentally, his wage bill 
was revealed shortly afterwards. Even more coincidentally, Wogan 
then made an even more amazing claim. “There was an elephant 
in the room,” he said. “No one east of the Danube will be voting 
for a black contestant anytime soon.” Everyone in the media gave 
the usual Pavlovian applause of trained seals and Wogan’s poor 
back became red raw with all the slapping. And so his £800,000 
a year contract was justified in a single comment. 

But was he right? After all, the German contestant 
was also black and came runner-up for the wooden 
spoon. On the face of it then, there must be something 
to it. I’ve heard Andy Abraham’s song; it’s the usual 
bland Afro-American brand of pop I believe they’re 
calling R & B these days. I’ve heard worse. So should it 
not have done better? 

NON-EUROPEAN MUSIC 

The answer is no, it shouldn’t - and it isn’t because the artist 
is black either. It is, though, because the music is Afro- 
American. The competition, let us remind ourselves, is called the 
EUROvision Song Contest. It is a contest for European music, not 
American, nor African. I’m sure they have their own contests. But 











what I expect to hear at the Eurovision Song Contest is pop 
music, however terrible, that is derived from the indigenous folk 
music of the various nations of Europe. From Austria and 
Germany I expect Schlagermusik, from the Iberian peninsular 
some ballad with a Spanish guitar and from Britain, Sir Cliff 
From Russia I expect something Slavic with a flavour of the East - 
as do the Russians themselves. Russian pop is not to my taste; I 
suppose I am more rooted in the West European tradition, as I 
suppose the East Europeans are rooted in theirs. And there lies 
the nub of it. Did the people of the East European 
countries not merely vote for the best song that catered 
for their palate? And perhaps the real reason they 
didn’t vote for Andy Abraham was that it was 
furthest removed from the sounds they are 
accustomed to, the sounds of their own musical 
culture. 

So what does Mr Wogan expect: that the East 
Europeans adopt Afro-American culture as we 
have been socially engineered into doing? I 
suspect the peoples of Eastern Europe are proud of and 
happy with their own similar yet diverse cultures - just as we 
once were. But no, the only real culture is black culture, so 
the liberals would have us believe, and Eastern Europe 
must follow suit in adopting it. You see, for the liberals, 
this is diversity: for the whole of Europe uniformly to 
adopt liberal ideas and embrace African culture, sacrificing 
their own. So perhaps theirs was a vote for their own culture, or 
perhaps it was a vote against having an alien culture rammed 
down their throats. 

This whole episode has left me with a few questions. Did Mr 
Wogan think about any of these things? If he did, which 
weighed most heavily: his conscience or the £800,000 a year 
from his liberal paymasters? Will he be shouting for diversity 
the next time the MOBOs are on? 

Indeed, was the elephant in the room not Andy 
Abraham, but Terry Wogan himself? He used to mock 
the contest in a gentle tongue-in-cheek manner, which is 
as it should be, but now it seems he genuinely despises it. 
It’s very similar to the case of Terry Jones, the member of 
Monty Python who once sent up our traditions, 
institutions and way of life, but now writes serious articles 
for The Guardian in which he pours out a barrage of hate for 
British culture. 

It’s a shame about Wogan really; everyone else seems to take 
it for what it is: a piece of meaningless fun. But that's the trouble 
with liberals: they don't half love to spoil a bit of fun. Yes, this has 
left me with a bitter taste in my mouth - and a strange longing for 
the return of Sir Cliff! 
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Effects of Immigration 


Dear Mr Hari, 

I read your recent article online. I am an Englishman living in 
China and have been here for years. I am not a member of the 
BNP nor have I taken part in UK politics in any way, but I think 
you are guilty of some (unintentionally? intentionally?) 
misleading figures. You state as “fact” that immigrants pay £6bn 
more in than they take out. I don’t suppose you bother to read the 
website of Migrationwatch who will have their own take on these 
“figures.” I want to make these points: 

1) Have you disaggregated migrants from European cultures who 
are likely to integrate better and migrants from the Third World? I 
know you haven’t and can’t. A German working in a German 
bank in London may indeed be paying a lot of tax. The Afghans 
who commandeered a plane to land in England are unlikely to be 
in the same position. 

2 ) Have you allowed for the younger age profile of migrants and 
the fact that they will grow old? They are not claiming their 
pensions... yet. Once again, a factor you, conveniently, left out. 

3 ) Have you broken down the figures for the native British 
population and the immigrant-descended population (regardless 
of whether they hold British passports or not)? Once again, I 
know you haven’t and can’t, as the figures don’t exist on that 
basis. As you know, migrants can get British passports two years 
after arrival. Actually I have been in China longer than that, and 
no, it is not possible to get Chinese citizenship (although 
admittedly it is not currently valuable, although it might be in the 
future). Giving a passport to someone from Pakistan, Egypt or 
Bangladesh two years after arrival in the expectation that the said 
person will vote Labour doesn’t make him truly British, and 
arguably the ethnic minorities who have been in the UK three 
generations are not truly British either, not in terms of culture, 
identity and loyalty. So, are you including Bangladeshis born in 
the UK holding UK passports under the “immigrant” column or 


under the “British” column? Clearly, your figures are nonsense. 
Half of Tower Hamlets is full of immigrant-descended 
populations on benefits, many of whom hold British passports. 

4 ) Have you allowed for greater spending on crime, the racket 
known as “anti-racism” (actually the promotion of the minorities’ 
own racial interests) and the prison service? And when you retort 
that the police chiefs claim that immigrants offend at average 
rates, have you once again broken down the figures as I outlined 
in point three above? Negro immigrants in London may offend at 
similar rates to Negroes born in London holding UK passports, 
but clearly to compile the figures on that basis is nonsensical. 

5 ) Have you allowed for the fact that many immigrants or 
immigrant-descended people hold jobs that would otherwise be 
done by British people? Merely holding a job is not 
“contributing”; it is in fact “taking”. There are many Asians 
working in the City who are job-blocking - holding high-paid jobs 
that should and could be done by British people. China does not 
permit foreigners to just come in and take any job and claim to be 
contributing. If you can’t show that you have special skills that a 
native does not have, you will not be able to walk into China’s 
elite positions. 

The fact that you will ignore this letter just shows how 
mendacious your opinions are. You support immigration because 
you support the Cultural Revolution. To adduce any pecuniary 
benefit to this country is to ignore recent evidence from the House 
of Lords and the work of the labour economist (and immigrant) 
George Borjas in the US (yes, I know you have never heard of 
him - that’s my point!). Whether you will one day regret these 
views of yours is another matter. At least Pirn Fortuyn was honest 
and brave enough to come out against multiculturalism. Your 
views, by contrast, are slap, bang in the middle of the box.
